Morrow 
implicates J . A. M cFarland, in 
jail in this county, 
Dady Parker 
and Lloyd at Oklahoma City, and 
two others who made their e s­ 
cape, in the Dale robbery. 
He 
also admits the robbery of seven 
postoffices and five banks in the 
territories since 
January I, at 
which time he joined the gang. 
The details of the robberies are 
accurately given, 
M orrow acting 
as shot firer in all the safes.

conferees on the Five Trbes bill 
finished their report last after­ 
noon, and it was put on the 
Speaker’s table shortly before 
the adjournment of the House. 
It will be precented to the Senate 
Monday* 


At the meeting of tne conferees 
held yesterday morning the a 
mendment relating to the isuance 
of certificate** of indebtedness, or 
bonds, for municipal 
improve­ 
ments w&3 considerably revised. 
It ie designed to give tow ** of 
2,000 all the privileges of a city 
of the first class in this respect* 
It provides that they may sell 
certificates of indebtedness, at 
not less than par, and to draw in­ 
terest at a rate not to exceed 6 
per cent. 


These towns are also authorized 
to tax railroad property. 
There 
has alway been a law for this 
purpose, but the railroads have 
held that it was invalid and little 
effort seems to have been made to 
enforce it 
Representatives 
of 
the railroad offered no objection 


to this provision, the understand­ 
ing being chat they would not oe 
sued for back taxes

Pueblo, Colo., March 1 7 —A 
wreck accompanied with horrors 
exceeded only by the Eden dsas- 
ter, which occurred August 7,

collision of two passenger trains 
on the Denver and Rio (Grande, 
four miles east of Florence, Colo., 
at an early hour Friday morning. 
The trains were the Utah-Cali- 
fornia Express No. 3 from Den­ 
ver and the Colorado and New 
Mexico 
Express 
No. 6 
from 
Lead Ville and 
Grand Junction. 
They met on 
a sharp curve, 
when the engineers discovered 
that a collision was imminent. 
It 
is known that the engineer of the 
westbound put forth every possi 
hie effort to avert the collision. 


but his efforts were fruitless, al­ 
though he succeeded in stopping 
his train, but the crash was be­ 
yond his power. 
This much is 
vouched for by his fireman, who, 
seeing the uselessness of rem ain­ 
ing in the face of sure death, 
jumped and saved his life. 
Of 
the conduct of the engine crew of 
the eastbound train it can only be 
said that they died at their post. 
The disaster was made more 
horrible by the manner of the 
death of many of the passengers. 
Fire swept over the wreck, en 
gulfing the victims and leaving 
only charred and blackened bod­ 
ies to tell the tale of the slaugh­ 
ter. 
A list of the injured given out 
by the officials of the railroad 
comprised twenty-two names.

Washington, 
March 17.—Not 
until March 21 will the hou«*e be 
asked to ratify 
the republican 
caucus decree that the statehood 
bill be sent to conference. 
The 
decision to change the day is due 
to the fear that not all the repub­ 
licans who are out of the city 
could be brought back by Mon­ 
day. 


There is a difference of opinion 
as to when the vote will be on 
that motion. 
And it can be only 
a difference of opinion, for not 
even the Speaker can classify all 
of the eighty-one men who were 
not at the caucus yesterday. The 
situation is rendered more uncer­ 
tain 
by the circumstance that 
some of those who voted against 
the Speaker Thursday are ex ­ 
pected to reverie themselves on 
the plea that they were bound in 
caucus, while some of those who 
voted with the Speaker then are 
just as confidently expected to 
vote with the insurrectos Wed 
nesday on the plea that Thurs­ 
day’s meeting was only a confer­ 
ence, and that since then they 
have 
got their mandate 
from 
home. 
This is especially true of 
the republicans from Missouri 
and Kansas- 
All of them voted 


with the Speaker Thursday, but 
since then they have been bom­ 
barded with telegrams. 
They 
have come to them literally by 
the armful. 
Their situation is 
correspondingly 
distr e a s i n g . 
They fear the wrath of the speak­ 
er and they fear the wrath of the 
men who sent them here. 


It was stated positively last 
afternoon that five of these men 
had already yielded to the clamor 
of their constituents and become 
insurrectos. 
The prospect 
distresses 
the 
Speaker, but what occasions even 
more disquietude is the fact that 
he doesn’t 
know how a large 
number of the eighty-one ab­ 
sentees will vote. 
All that has 
been ascertained concerning them 
is that forty-six of them were out 
of the city and that thirty-five 
were here when the caucus was 
held, but neglected or refused to 
attend. 
The absence of the forty- 
six does not occasion much alarm 
to the Speaker s lieutenants, but 
it is feared the thirty-five remain­ 
ed away purposely. 
If this is 
true, or even approximately so, 
the motion to concur would pre­ 
vail by a substantial majority, 
and the Speaker would be discom­ 
fited.

The narrow’, strip of land called the 
Bledal-Maghzen, or "field of the mili­ 
tary," lying along the Atlantic sea 
board, forms the sole territories of the 
! Sultan of Morocco, the Sheroef of 


I Marra-Kesh. 
The population of the 
towns is mostly made' up of Arabs. 
Berbers, negroes and Jews. 
The better class is almost exclu­ 
sively “Andalou/* with memories of 
old Spain and ancient grandeur. These* 
families still piously keep the keys of 
the houses, castles and palaces in Cor­ 
dova, Seville, Murcia and Granada 
from 
which their forefathers were 
terced to Ate before the reconquering 
Christians. 
They still teach 
their 
children to look forward to a day 
'n heil they shall return w ith these 
leys aud unlock tin* old doors and 


I re-enter their former homes. 
The open country of the Sultan’s 
rh nder realm is occupied by military 
tribes.

Arabian historian Ion Khaldoun. re­ 
lates that when tho Berber chieftain 
Tarik first set foot on the shores of 
Gibraltar ("DJebel-nl-Tarik" among his 


j 12,000 warriors there were only 300 
Arabs. 
The word Berber describes a group 
of races, descended from white-red, 
and to a small extent, dark ancestors. 
who were either autochthonous or in­ 
vaders of prehistoric times. 
They 
speak varying dialects of tile same 
language, which bears a family rcsem- 
balancc to the tongue of tile Pharaohs. 
There are many evidences that in 
prehistoric times these peoples were 
bound together in the sam e civiliza­ 
tion. which roached a high st:»fe of 
culture and endowed them with many 
common ideals, traditions and ens* 
j toms. There are to be found in these 
lands traces of human skill not lo be 
sccounted for by any known history: 
(he remains 
of 
constructions 
and 
sculptured rocks, recalling the Aztec 
, ruins. 
These traces of a civilization 
long ago lost, common to both African 
I nu the American continent, point to 
pest ages, to a time 
perhaps, before 
Atlantis lay at the bottom of the 
sea.

the 
assembly, called 
"gem aa” (an Arab word) cr "aufaliz,” 
meaning “council” in the old Amgigh 
tongue, the language of the Perbers j 
from antiquity. The aufaliz or gemaa. 
being composed of all the citizens, is 
the repository of all political adruin- 
! 1st rat ive and judicial powers. 
As in the mediaeval Italian repub- 
! lies, the citizens are divided into sets 
or factions called "softs.” These soffs 
have often no political character, biri 
are mutual societies formed in ths in- 
J terest of some handicraft or commer­ 
cial or industrial purpose. 
They fre­ 
quently federate with similar softs of 
neighboring tribes. 
The aufaliz is presided over by an 
Amin, elected for a short tenure. 
As 
this office confers great honors but 
brings no salary and entails heavy ex­ 
penditures it is given to men who are 
well to do. 
The treasurer is called 
"Oukil.” 
If the Amin belongs to the 
soft of the 
majority, 
tin* 
Oukil is 
named from the soff of the minority. 
By this wise arrangem ent the Berber 
safeguards the public treasure. 
The aufaliz sits once a week, but 
i can be called for any extraordinary 
I matter. 
The Amin directs the de­ 
bates. 
Opposing softs sit on opposite 
sides of the chamber exactly as the op­ 
posed parties do in the "Mother of 
Parliam ents,” and the m em ber who 
wishes to place 
his rem arks 
must 
catch the A m ins eye. 
Decisions are 
made by a majority. 
The aufaliz can transform itself into 
a court of justice. 
As such it pro­ 
nounces upon all violators of honors,

social life. 
South of Mogodas several agricul­ 
tural communities live bi groups of 
four or five families in a fortified cas­ 
tle of stone, built in a square, with 
towers at opposing 
angles.

a ti raw bridge. 
In the fare of any great common 
danger all tile tribes form a confeder­ 
ation under direction of one of their 
strongest men,

that a ^ c a n d le power blue light, di­ 
rected upon the eyes of a patient for 
three minutes, caused him to

sensitiveness to such an exte nt that 
a tooth was painlessly extracted, with­ 
out after effects of any kind. Whether 
the anaesthetic was general or only 
local is not reported. 
It is probable that had Gen. Pleas 
anton been a true scientist and

skillful 
experimentalist 
he 
might 
have made some discoveries of value 
to the world, for. as Dr. Finsen him 
self has sain: “The general was on 
the right track." 
In 1877 Pleasanton 
published a book with the following 
explanatory title: "The Influence of 
the Blue Ray of the Sunlight and of 
the Blue Color of the Sky in Develop­ 
ing Animal and Vegetable Life, in 
Arresting Disease and in 
Restoring 
Health in Acute and Chronic Disor­ 
ders to Human and Domestic Ani­ 
mals, as Illustrated by the 
Experi­ 
ments of Gen. A. J. Pleasanton and 
Others Between the Years 1861 and 
1876." 
The book is printed on blue paper, 
and abounds in fallacious and dog 
matic statem ents. One of his dicta is: 
"Ijg n t is the gt*eat source of terrestrial 
electricity, 
magnetism 
and 
heat.” 
Quite a large portion of the book is 
devoted to testimonials from physi­ 
cians and various others relating to 
the efficacy of the blue-ray treatm ent 
in cases of general ill health, rheuma­ 
tism. etc.

A bit of that canvas, or. hefter still 
a bit of stiff buckram, will repair the 
worst ravages of a hatpin. Slip it un­ 
der the torn place and take a few 
strong stitches to keep it firmly set 
and then adjust the trimming to cover 
It.—Marion Harland.

TO REQUIRE MANUFACTURERS AND BITIPrERS OF FOODS FOR IN- 


TEKSTATE hlllPMEXT TO LABEL SAID KOOUS AND PRINT 


THE INGREDIENTS CONTAINED IN SUCH FOODS 


ON EACH PACKAGE THEREOF. 


Be It enacted by tho Senate r.nd Hou&o of Repvcscntr.tlves of the Unltea 


States of America In Congress assembled, That ex cry person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaged in the manufacture, preparation or compounding of food for 
human consumption, shall print in plain view on each package thereof mad» 
by or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the1 District of Colum- 
bia, 
a complete and accurate statement ot all the iiiRreillcnts thereof, denned 


by words in common use to describe cak! ing'-edicr.ts, together with the 
announcement that said statement Is mado by tho rn-tliority of, nnd guaran- 
teed to be accurate by, the makers of snch food, and tho name and complete 
address of the makers shall be affixed thereto; all printed in plain type of a 
size not less than that kaowa as eight point, and in the English language. 


Sec. 2, That the covering of each and every package of manufactured, 


prepared or compounded foods shipped from any State, Territory or tha 
'District of Columbia, when the food in said package shall have been taken 
from a covering supplied by or for the makers and" re-covcrcd by or for tha 
sellers, shall bear upon its face or within its enclosure an accurate copy oC 
the statement of ingredients and name of the makers which appeared upon 
the package or covering of said food as supplied by or for the makers thereof, 
printed in like manner as the statement of the makers was printed, and such 
statement shall also bear the name anil address of tbe person, firm or cor- 
poration that re-covered such food. 


Sec. 3, That It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, 


wilfully and maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement 
of ingredients appearing on packages of food, as provided in the preceding 
sections, and any person or persons who shall \lolatc this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction phall be fined not less than, 
one hun«lroil dollars nor more than flve hundred dollars, or imprisoned not 
less than one mouth nor more than six months, or both, in the discretion ot 
the court. 


Sec. 4, That the Bureau of Chemistry of tho Department of Agriculture 


shall procure, or cause to be procured from retail dealers?, and analyze, or 
causo to bo analyzed or examined, chemically, microscopically, or otherwise, 
samples oC all manufactured, prepared or compounded foods offered for sale 
in original, unbroken packages in the Dlstrist of Columbia, in any Territory, 
or in any Stato other than that in which they shall have been respectively 
manufactured or otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or Intended 
for export to a foreign country. The Secretary of Agriculture sha'l make* 
necessary rules and regulations for carrying out the provisions of this Act,, 
and Is hereby authorized to employ euch chemists, inspectors, clerks, labor- 
ers, and other employees, as may be necessary to carry out the provision* 
of this Act nnd to make such publication of the results of the examinations 
and analysis aa he may deem proper. And any manufacturer, producer or 
dealer who shall refuse to supply, upon application and tender and" full pay- 
ment of the selling price samples of such articles of food to any person 
duly authorized by the Secretary of Agriculture to receive the same, shalli 
be guilty of n misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not exceeding one hundred days, or both. 


Sec. 5, That any person, firm or corporation who shall violate sections 


one and two of this Act shall be guilty ot a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not exceeding two hundred dollars for tbe first offense 
ind for each subsequent offense not exceeding three hundred doMars or be 
imprisoned not exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the court. ' 
' Sec. C, That any person, firm, or corporation, who shall wilfully, purposely 


or maliciously change or add to the ingredients of any food, make false 
charges, or Incorrect analysis, with the purpose of subjecting the triers ot1 
such foods to fine or imprisonment under this Act, shall be guilty or a Mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding ono thousand1 
dollars nor less than threo hundred dollars, or Imprisoned for not less than 
thirty days nor more than one year, or botb. 


Sec. 7, That it shall be the duty of every district attorney to whom the 


Secretary of Agriculture shall report any violation of this Act to cause pro-i 
ceedlngs to be commenced and prosecuted without delay for the fines and! 
penalties in such case provided. 


Sec. S, That this Act shall not be construed to Interfere with commerce 


wholly Internal in any State, nor with the exercise of their police power* 
by the several States. 


Sec. 9, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby 


repealed. 


Sec. 10, That this Act shall be in force and effect from and after the first 


day of October, nineteen hundred and six.

Much as Morocco has been written 


about of late, since it waa advanced 
to the dignity ot a European Question, 
it ia doubtful if more than a very few 
of those who read, and indeed write, 
Of it Know accurately what kind of 
country it la. For the most part, they 
are content to assume that the Sul- 
tan rules, or trlea to rule, a wild and 
turbulent kingdom, and then turn to 
political considerations. 


It was pointed out in a previous let- 


ter to the Sun, the Sultan's writ runs 
only in about one-fifth of the country 
nominally under his control. The In- 
habitants of the rest of the country 
are practically self-ruling and inde- 
pendent. 
They are the remains ot 


an ancient, indeed prehistoric, civiliza- 
tion, retailing to this day many of 
the habits and customs of the long 
forgotten past. * 


The narrow, strip of land called the 


Bledal-Maghzen, or "field of the mili- 
tary," lying along the Atlantic sea- 
board, forms the sole territories of the 
Sultan of Morocco, the Shereef of 
Marra-Kesh. 
The population of tho 


towns is mostly made1 up of Arabs, 
Berbers, negroes and Jews. 


The better class is almost exclu- 


sively "Andalou," with memories of 
old Spain and ancient grandeur. These 
families still piously keep the keys of 
the houses, castles and palaces in Cor- 
dova, Seville, Murcta and Granada 
from which their forefathers were 
forced to flee before the reconquering 
Christians. 
They still teach their 


children to look forward to a day 
when they shall return with these 
1-eys and unlock the old doors and 
re-enter their former homes. 


The open country of tho Sultan's 


s-ltnder realm is occupied by military 
tribes. The main bulk of the Moroc- 
can territories, extending south to the 
Sahara and east to the Algerian bor- 
cers, is called the "Field of the Free" 
(Bled-es-Sitla) and justifies Its name 
by the fact that It is Inhabited by 
free and independent tribes of antique; 
and hardv race, who have never yet 
boon conquered by any Sultan ol Mor- 
occo. 


Tho words most frequently In their 


mouths are "freedom" and "honor." 
Tho old Spanish sensitiveness to a 
point of honor is characteristically 
Kabyle. 
Many of these tribes havo 


Celtic or northern features, and are 
frequently blond. 
These mountain 


note Berber, ia Arabian and means 
"Federal League." 


Bach village ("taddert") forma 


small Independent republic. All free 
men, rich or poor, above the age of II 
are citizens, with equal political and 
civil rights. 


All persona of kin form together the 


family 
group, called the "karpuba.* 


The citizens of all the karouhas of a 
village form 
the 
assembly, called 


"gemaa" (an Arab word) cr "aufallz,1 
meaning "council" in tbe old Amglgh 
tongue, the language of the Perbers 
from antiquity. The aufaliz or gemaa 
being composed of all the citizens, is 
the repository of all political admin 
Istratlve and judicial powers. 


As in the mediaeval Italian repub 


lie's, the citizens are divided into sets 
or factions called "softs." These so/?» 
have often no political character, bu* 
are mutual societies formed in the in 
tercet of some handicraft or commer 
cial or industrial purpose. 
They fro 


quently federate with similar softs o 
neighboring tribes. 


The aufaliz is presided over by an 


Amln, elected for a short tenure. As 
this office- confers great honors but 
brings no salary and entails heavy ex 
penditures It Is given to men who are 
well to do. The treasurer is called 
"Oukil." If the Amln belongs to the 
soft of the 
majority,- the 
Oukil is 


named from the soft of the minority 
By this wise arrangement the Berber 
safeguards the public treasure. 


The aufaliz sits once a week, but 


can be called for any extraordinary 
mutter. 
The Amin directs the de 


bates. Opposing softs sit on opposite 
sides of the chamber exactly as the op< 
posed parties do in tbe "Mother ol 
Parliaments," and the member who 
wishes to place 
his remarks 
must 


catch the Amin's eye. Decisions are 
made by a majority. 


The aufaliz can transform itself into 


a court of Justice. 
As such It pro- 


nounces upon all violators of honors, 
nil nets "judged unworthy of a free 
man," breaches of hospitality and all 
other nets which could affect the dig- 
nity and well being of society. 


If u citizen becomes *.oo rich he IB 


ordered to retire from business to al 
low younger and less fortunate men a 
chance and to prevent tho power of 
riches from endangering the equili- 
brium of society. 


Penalties pronounced aro generally 


clans are not Arab, but Berber. The 
Arabian historian Ion Khaldoun, re- 
lites that when the Berber chieftain 
rarlk first set foot on the shores of 
Gibraltar ("Djebel-al-Tarlk" among his 
12,000 warriors there were only 300 
Arabs. 


The word Berber describes a group 


of races, descended from white-red, 
and to a small extent, dark ancestors, 
•who were either autochthonous or in- 
vaders of prehistoric times. 
They 


speak varying dialects of tho same 
language, which bears a family rcsetn- 
balance to the tongup of the Pharaohs. 


There are many evidences that in 


prehistoric times these peoples were 
bound together in- the same civiliza- 
tion, which reached n high state of 
culture- and endowed them with many 
common ideals, traditions and cus- 
toms. There are to be found in these 
lands traces of human skill not to be 
accounted for by any known history; 
Ihe remains 
of 
constructions 
and 


sculptured rocks, recalling the Aztec 
ruins. These traces of a civilization 
long ago lost, common to both African 
tnd tlie American continent, point to 
pest ages, to a time—perhaps, before 
Atlantis lay at the bottom of the 
sea. 


Many religions have , successively 


swept over these old ra<5es, but with- 
out materially 
altering their own 


ideals, or their own antique laws, call- 
ed "khanouns." Their social organiza- 
tion and their 
political constitution 


cannot fail to surprise the European 
who visits these people and has an op- 
portunity of observing their customs. 
French 
writers 
who have studied 


them, men like Carctfe, Hnnotaux and 
Sabatler, speak with astonishment and 
admiration of the institutions of these 
tribes who were looked upon by the 
world as being more or less barbaric 
and savage. 


The Bled-es-Sldn is little known to 


the traveler; it Is doubtful whether so 
many as a dozen Europeans have ever 
penetrated its mountain strongholds. 


These tribes lack nationality in the 


broad sense. Within the clan or "kel" 
their sense of solidarity Is extreme. In 
t<ae "ait" ("Ida," "Id," or simply "i," 
meaning confederation of tribes) they 
stand together as One man, either for 
peace or war, for friendliness or for 
revenge. 'The word "Kabyle," used in 
northern Morocco and Alglerla to da- 


financial but can Include banishment. 
If n man by any act brings shame or 
dishonor to his tribe he is exiled and 
the sentence is announced by the peo- 
ple going to his house and stripping 
the roof of Its tiles, so forcing him to 
evacuate the house, which ia then de- 
molished 


The family, or karouba, is guided by 


the khanouns, which are laws, both 
written and unwritten, handed down 
from time 
Immemorial by tradition 


and custom for the ruling of ordinary 
social life. 


South of Mogodns several agricul- 


tural communities live fci groups of 
four or flvo families in a fortified cas- 
tle of stone, built in a square, with 
towers nt opposing 
angles. 
These 


castles aro surrounded by a moat wilt 
n drawbridge. 


In the face of any great common 


danger all the tribes form a confeder- 
ation under direction of one of their 
strongest men. In olden 
times the 


head of these confederations was call- 
ed "Amckrban." In war time t>»e con- 
federated tribes send young men vol- 
unteers, who dedicate themselves to 
death and form a body of fighters call- 
ed 
tho "Imesscbelen" 
("vowed to 


death"). 
Before setting forth to bat- 


tle, prayers for the dead are repeated 
over them.

KITE IN AIRSHIP FLIGHT.

attainment of his ambition to perfect 
a flying machine based on the tetra- 
hedral kite principle He has been ex- 
perimenting in this direction for sev- 
eral years on his estate of Beinn 
Bhreagh, Cape Breton 


Recently he succeeded in 
getting 


his latest designed kite, which he has 
named "Frost King ' to lift Neill Mc- 
Dearinid, weighing 165 pounds, to a 
height of 30 feet, and support 
him 


thar" as steadily as if glued to the 
sky. 
This kite is named in honor of 


Walter Archer Fiost, of Keenan, Wis., 
who 
recently 
was married to Miss 


Susan Winifred McCurdy, Mr. Bell's 
private secretary 


Tte kite, which is constructed of 


1,300 
tetrabedral cells having a total 


area of 752 square feet of silk, mak- 
ing a supporting twtace of 440 square 
feet, carried aloft not only Its own 
weight of 61 pounds, but also a load 
comprising flying lines dangling ropes 
and a rope ladder, making 62 pounds 
more, together with 
McDearmld, 
a 


man of 165 pounds a total altogether

The some- 


what remarkable statement is made 
that a 16-candle-power blue light, di- 
rected upon the eyes of a patient for 
three minutes, caused him to lose 
sensitiveness to such an extent that 
a tooth was painlessly extracted, with- 
out after effects of any kind. Whether 
the anaesthetic was general or only 
local is not reported.

NEW FOOD LAW 


People now demand the right to 
know exactly what they eat. 
To be told by maker or retailer that 
the food is "pare" is not satisfactory. 


Candy may contain "pure" white 
'clay or "pure" dyes and yet be very 
harmful. 
Syrups may contain "pure" 
glucose and yet bo quite digestible and 
even beneficial. 
Tomato catsup may 
contain a small amount of salicylic or 
boracic acid as a necessary preserva- 
tive •which may agree with one and 
be harmful to another. 


Wheat flour may contain a portion 


of corn flour and really be improved. 
Oltve oil may be made of cotton seed 
oil. Butter may contain beef suet and 
yet be nutritious. 
The person who buys and eats must 


protect himself and family, and he has 
a right to. and now demands, a law 
under which he can make intelligent 
selection of food. 


Many pure food bills have been in- 
troduced and some passed by State leg- 
islatures; many have been offered to 
Congress, but all thus far seem objec- 
tionable. 


It has seemed difficult for politicians 
to formulate a satisfactory bill that 
would protect the common people and 
yet avoid harm to honest makers and 
prevent endless trouble to retailers. 
No gov't commission or officer has the

Be It enacted by tho Senate r.nd IIou&o of nepvcscntr.tlves of the Unitea 


States of America in Congress assembled, That, exery person, f:rm or corpora- 
tion engaged in the manufacture, preparation or compounding of food for 
human consumption, shall print in plain view on each package thereof mad» 
by or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the1 District of Colum- 
bia, 
a complete and accurate statement of all the inp;reiUents thereof, defined 


by words in common use to desrribe cajd ingredients, together with the 
announcement that said statement is made" by tho ni-thority of, nnd guaran- 
teed to be accurate by, the makers of snch food, and the name and complete 
address of the makers shall be affixed thereto; all printed in plain type of a 
size not less than that known as eight point, and in the English language. 


Sec. 2, That the covering of each and every package of manufactured; 


prepared or compounded foods shipped from airy State, Territory or the 
•District of Columbia, when the food in said package shall have been taken 
from a covering supplied by or for the makers and" re-covcrcd by or for tha 
sellers, shall bear upon its face or within its enclosure an accurate copy oC 
the statement of ingredients and name of the makers which appeared upon 
the package or covering of said food as supplied by or for the makers thereof, 
printed in Mice manner as the statement of the makers was printed, end such, 
statement shall also bear the namo and address of tho person, firm or cor- 
poration that re-covered such food. 


Sec. 3, That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, 


wilfully and maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement 
of ingredients appearing on packages of food, as provided in the preceding; 
sections, and any person or persons who shall \lolate this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction Fhall be fined not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned not 
less than ono mouth nor more than six months, or both, in tho discretion of 
the court. 


Sec. 4, That the Bureau of Chemistry of tho Department of Agriculture 


shall procure, or cause to be procured from retail dealers?, and analyze, or 
cause to bo analyzed or examined, chemically, microscopically, or otherwise, 
samples of all manufactured, prepared or compounded foods offered for sale 
in original, unbroken packages [n the Dlstrist of Columbia, In any Territory, 
or in any Stato other than that in which they shall have been respectively 
manufactured or otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or Intended, 
for export to a foreign country. The Secretary of Agriculture sha'l make> 
necessary rules and regulations for carrying out ttc provisions of this Act, 
and is hereby authorized to employ euch chemists, inspectors, clerks, labor- 
ers, and other employees, as may be necessary to carry out the provision* 
of this Act nnd to make such publication of the results of tho examinations 
and analysis aa he may deem proper. And any manufacturer, producer or 
dealer who shall refuse to supply, upon application and tender and" full pay- 
ment of tho selling price samples of such articles of food to nny person 
duly authorized by the Secretary of Agriculture to receive tlio same, sballi 
be guilty of n misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not exceeding one hundred days, or both. 


Sec. 5, That any person, firm or corporation who shall violate sections 


one and two of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not exceeding two hundred dollars for the first offense 
and for each subsequent offense not exceeding three hundred doMars or be 
Imprisoned not exceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the court. ' 
' Sec. C, That any person, firm, or corporation, who shall wilfully, purposely 


or maliciously change or add to tho ingredients of any food, make false 
charges, or Incorrect analysis, with the purpose of subjecting the triers of1 
such foods to fine or imprisonment under this Act, shall be guilty or a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not exceeding one thoussnfti 
dollars nor less than threo hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not less than 
thirty days nor more than one year, or both. 


Sec. 7, That it shall be the duty of every district attorney to whom the 


Secretary of Agriculture shall report any violation of this Act to cause pro-i 
ceedlngs to be commenced and prosecuted without delay for tho fines mid! 
penalties tn such case provided. 


Sec. 8, That this Act shall not be construed to Interfere with commerce 


wholly internal in any State, nor with the exercise of their police power* 
by the several States. 


Sec. 9, That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 


Sec. 10, That this Act shall be In force and effect from and after the first 
day of October, nineteen hundred and six.

SoH-RuItng Trftoo Only Nominally Und«r Con- 


trol of tho Sultan

Much as Morocco has been written 


about of late, since it was advanced 
to the dignity ot a European Question, 
it is doubtful it more than a very few 
of those who read, and indeed write, 
Of It Know accurately what kind of 
country it is. For the most part, they 
are content to assume that the Sul- 
tan rules, or tries to rule, a wild and 
turbulent kingdom, and then turn to 
political considerations. 


It was pointed out in a previous let- 


ter to the Sun, the Sultan's writ runs 
only in about one-fifth of the country 
nominally under his control. The In- 
habitants of the rest of the country 
tire practically self-ruling and inde- 
pendent. 
They are the remains ot 


an ancient, indeed prehistoric, civiliza- 
tion, retailing to this day many of 
the habits and customs of the long 
forgotten past. *" 


The narrow strip of land called the 


Bledal-Maghzen, or "field of the mili- 
tary," lying along the Atlantic sea- 
board, forms the sole territories of the 
Sultan of Morocco, the Shereef of 
Marra-Kesh. 
The population of tho 


towns is mostly made1 up of Arabs, 
Berbers, negroes and Jews. 


The better class is almost exclu- 


sively "Andalou," with memories of 
old Spain and ancient grandeur. These 
families still piously keep the keys of 
the houses, castles and palaces in Cor- 
dova, Seville, Murcta and Granndn 
from which their forefathers were 
forced to flee before the reconquering 
Christians. 
They still teach their 


children to look forward to a day 
when they shall return with these 
1-eys and unlock the old doors and 
re-enter their former homes. 


The open country of tho Sultan's 


s-ltnder realm is occupied by military 
tribes. The main bulk of the Moroc- 
can territories, extending south to the 
Sahara and east to the Algerian bor- 
cers, is called the "Field of the Free" 
(Bled-es-Sicla) and justifies its name 
by the fact that It is Inhabited by 
free and independent trlben of antique 
and hardv race, who have never yet 
been conquered by any Sultan oJ Mor- 
occo. 


The words most frequently In their 


mouths are "freedom" and "honor."

Bach village ("taddert") forms 
a 


small Independent republic. All free 
men, rich or poor, above the age of 15 
are citizens, with equal political and 
civil rights. 


All persons of kin form together the 


family 
group, called the "karpuba." 


The citizens of all the karouhas of a 
village form 
the 
assembly, called 


"gemaa" (an Arab word) cr "aufallz," 
meaning "council" in the old Amglgh 
tongue, the language of the Perbers 
from antiquity. The aufaliz or gemaa, 
being composed of all the citizens, is 
the repository of all political admin- 
istrative and judicial powers. 


As in the mediaeval Italian repub- 


lic's, the citizens are divided into sets 
or factions called "softs." These sorts 
have often no political character, biri 
are mutual societies formed in the in- 
terest of some handicraft or commer- 
cial or industrial purpose. They fre- 
quently federate with similar softs of 
neighboring tribes. 


The aufaliz is presided over by an 


Amin, elected for a short tenure. As 
this office- confers great honors but 
brings no salary and entails heavy ex- 
penditures it is given to men who are 
well to do. The treasurer is called 
"Oukil." If the Amin belongs to the 
soft of the 
majority,- the 
Oukil is 


named from the soft of the minority. 
By this wise arrangement the Berber 
safeguards the public treasure. 


The aufaliz sits once a week, but 


can be called for any estraordluary 
matter. 
The Amin directs the de- 


bates. Opposing softs sit on opposite 
sides of the chamber exactly as the op- 
posed parties do in the "Mother of 
Parliaments," and the member who 
wishes to place 
his remarks 
must 


catch the Amin's eye. Decisions are 
made by a majority. 


The aufaliz can transform itself into 


a court of Justice. 
As such it pro- 


nounces upon all violators of honors, 
nil acts "judged unworthy of a free 
man," breaches of hospitality and nil 
other acts which could affect the dig- 
nity and well being of society.

ordered to retire from business to al- 
low vounger and less fortunate men a 
chance and to prevent tho power of 
riches from endangering the equili- 
bmim of sotloty.

Arabian historian Ion Khaldoun, rp- 
Htes that when the Berber chieftain 
rarlk first set foot on the shores of 
Gibraltar ("IJjebel-al-Tarlk" among his 
12,000 warriors there were only 300 
Arabs. 


The word Berber describes a group 


of races, descended from white-red, 
and to a small extent, dark anccstois, 
•who wore either autochthonous or in- 
vaders of prehistoric times. 
Thev 


speak varying dialects of tho same 
language, which bears a family reborn- 
balance to the tonguo of the Pharaohs. 


There aro mnny evidences that in 


prehistoric times these peoples were 
bound together In- the same civiliza- 
tion, which reached a high state of 
culture and endowed them with many 
common ideals, traditions and cus- 
toms. There are to be found in these 
lands traces of human skill not to be 
accounted for by any known history, 
the remains 
of 
constructions and 


sculptured rocks, recalling the Aztec 
ruins. These traces of a civilization 
long ago lost, common to both African 
tnd tlie American continent, point to 
rest ages, to n time—perhaps, before 
Atlantis Iny at the bottom of the 
sea. 


Many religions have , successively 


swept over theso old ratfes, but with- 
out materially 
altering their own 


ideals, or their own antique laws, call- 
ed "khanouns." Their social organiza- 
tion and their 
political constitution 


cannot fall to surprise the European 
who visits these people and has an op- 
portunity of observing their customs. 
French 
writers who have studied 


them, men like Carotto, Hnnotaux and 
Sabatler, speak with astonishment and 
admiration of the institutions of these 
tribes who were looked upon by the 
world as being more or less Barbaric 
and savage. 


The Bled-es-Sidn is little known to 


the traveler; it is doubtful whether so 
many as a dopen Europeans havo ever 
penetrated its mountain strongholds. 


These tribes lack nationality in the 


broad sense. Within the clan or "kel" 
their sense of solidarity Is extreme. In 
t«ie "ait" ("Ida," "id," or simply "i," 
meaning confederation of trtbes) they 
stand together as One man, either for 
peace or war, for friendliness or for 
revenge. The word "Kabyle," used In 
aorthern Morocco and Alglerla to d«» 


financial but can include banishment 
If n man by any net brings shame or 
dishonor to his tribe he is exiled and 
the sentence is announced by the peo- 
ple going to his house and stripping 
the roof of its tiles, so forcing him to

The family, or karouba, is guided by 


tho khanouns, which nre laws, both 
written and unwritten, handed down 
from time 
Immemorial 
by tradition 


and custom for the ruling of ordinary 
social life. 


South of Mot;oilas several agricul- 


tural communities live fci groups of 
four or five families in a fortified cas- 
tle of stone, built in a square, with 
towers lit opposing 
angles. 
These 


castles aro surrounded by a moat wilt 
a drawbridge. 


In the face of any great common 


danger all the tribes form n confeder- 
ation under direction of one of their 
strongest men. In olden 
times the 


head of these confederations was call- 
ed "Ainckrhan." In war time t>»e con- 
federated tribes send young men vol- 
unteers, who dedicate themselves to 
death and form a body of fighters call- 
ed 
the "Imesscbelen" 
("vowed to 


death").

over them.

Has Accumulated In Greenland 


Untold Centuries. 


The largest mass of ice In the world 


Is probably the one which fills up 
nearly the whole of the interior of 
Greenland, where It has accumulated 
since before the dawn of history. ' It j 
is believed to now form a block about 
COO.OOO square miles in 
area, 
and 


averaging a mile and a hulf in thick- 
ness 
According to these statistics, 


the lump of ice is larger in volume 
than the whole body of water in the 
.Mediterranean; and there is enough 
of It to cover the whole of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
with a layer about seven miles thick.

SURGEONS USE 6LUE LIGHT 
According to Physicians ef Geneva 


It Is Valuable ss an An- 


sesthe^e. 


A rather new use of blue light has 


been reported from Geneva—namely, 
its use- as an anaesthetic in dentistry. 
In the course of some experiments to 
ascertain the effects of light of dif- 
ferent colors upon the nerves, Profs. 
Redard snd Emery found that blue 
light was very soothing. 
The some- 


what remarkable statement is made 
that a 16-candle-power blue light, di- 
rected upon the eyes of a patient for 
three minutes, caused him to lose 
sensitiveness to such an extent that 
a tooth was painlessly extracted, with- 
out after effects of any kind. Whether 
the anaesthetic was general or only 
local is not reported. 


It is probable that had Ge.n. Pleas 


anton been s true scientist and » 
skillful 
experimentalist .he 
might 


have made some discoveries of value 
to the world, for, as Dr. Flnsen him 
self has salo: "The general was on 
the right track." 
In 1877 Pleasanton 


published a book with the following 
explanatory title: "The Influence of 
the Blue Ray of the .Sunlight and of 
the Blue Color of the Sky in Develop- 
ing Animal and Vegetable Life, in 
Arresting Disease and in Restoring 
Health in Acute and Chronic Disor- 
ders to Human and Domestic Ant< 
mals, as Illustrated by the Experi- 
ments of Gen. A. J. Pleasanton and 
Others Between the Years 1861 and 
1876." 


The book is printed on blue paper, 


and- abounds In fallacious and dog 
tnatlc statements. One of bis dicta is: 
"Ugnt is the gfeat source of terrestrial 
electricity, 
magnetism 
and heat." 


Quite a large portion of the book is 
devoted to testimonials from physi- 
cians and various others relating to 
the efficacy of the blue-ray treatment 
in cases of general ill health, rheuma 
tism, etc. Pleasanton believed that 
the results claimed by him were duo 
to the "juxtaposition of plain uncol 
ored glass and blue glass in the pass 
age of sunlight and the transmitted 
_»!««. T-eTi«-nwicnuf?» uiv-f ran oe mention 
without betraying the fact, if the torn 
mesh is filled in with the lace stitches 
used in doing the finer sort of renais- 
sance.

It should be mended as 
soon as possible after the necessity for 
It is discovered. Slip a bit of heavy 
sanvas in between the double thickness 
of the belt at the point where it is 
torn; mend and sew the hooks 05 
through it. It is hardly likely to tear 
Dut again. 


But a better way. If you've time, Is 


to replace the belt entirely. For this 
there Is nothing better than the flat, 
strong silk belting which 
is coming 


into favor so definitely for all sorts of 
"tailor-made" belts. It makes a strong, 
flat belt, with none of the bulkiness 
about It anywhere which so often char- 
acterizes belts made of a double fold 
of lining, strengthened at the ends. 


A bit of that canvas, or, better still, 


a bit of stiff buckram, will repair the 
worst ravages of a hatpin. Slip It un- 
der the torn place and take a few 
strong stitches to keep it firmly set. 
and then adjust the trimming to cover 
It.—Marion Harlnnd.

This will neither curTJle 
or run, and as the arrowroot Is taste- 
less, the recipe is a good one In times 
when success cannot be risked.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.
